))ESVK», Col., April Hi.—The fiendish 


crimes of tho Market street strangler 
will he rehearsed in the criminal court 
beginning tomorrow. Kichard Deinady 
will be placed on trial, for the murder of 
Lena Tapper. 
Whether or not this 


Frenchman is guilty of the murders will 
he decided \ty a jury. 
The series of 


murders of fallen women and the suc- 
cessful manner in which the strangler 
eluded the detectives has become cele- 
brated. Tho district attorney's office 
claims to have startling evidence that 
will prove as conclusively aa is possible 
by circumstantial evidence that Deinady 
at least strangled the first victim. 


A tragic feature of the case that may 


]ilay an important part in the trial is 
the information gathered from the rav- 
ings uf Deinady'a sister, 'Madame Fou- 
chutte, who suddenly became a maniac 
several weeks ago. U is claimed that 
she lost her mind brooding over bur 
brother's arrest. Shu was taken to the 
county hospital and detectives spent 
hours listening to her demented talk. 
At times she would stand for hours 
graeping the bars of her room ami her 
long golden hair streaming almost to 
the floor, and then she would break out 
in denunciation of Di-uuuly's accusers 
and talk of the crimes. At other times 
the ghost of (lie strangled women would 
seem to appear to her and she would 
suffer t,|]o wildest delirum. The trial 
will probably occupy about two weeks.
